ENGLAND, INDIA, aND AFGHANISTAN — THE 
AMEER WILL TRY CONCLUSIONS—ACTIVE PREY- 
ARATIONS OF THE BRITISH ON A LARGE SCALE. 

Dispatch to London Times. 

CatcoTra, Oct. 28.—The Ameer has pro- 
nounced in no uncertain voice his fixed determi- 
nation to try conclusions dy force, and has ac- 
cordingly compeiled us by bis hostile challenge 
promptly to undertake measures for the pro- 
tection of India, which fit in with a well-con- 
sidered theory of strategic protective policy, but 
the execution of which would probably, from a 
natural feeling of. generous furbearance, have 


been indefinitely postponed, had the attitude of | 
the Ameer rendered it possible, consistently " 


with honor and safety, to follow out this line 
of action. Now that the Ameer has 
himself, without reserve, openly invited 
hostility, and so brought matters to a 
climax, the tension of public feeling which had 
existed while waiting for the result of events 
bas been completely removed, and a strong, 
confident, and resolute determination has taken 
its place, that, however great the call may be 
upon the resources of the Indian Empire, no 
Afghan ruler shall ever again be permitted to 
imperil the safety of that Empire by carrying 
on intrigues for its destruction with a powerful 
and hardly concealed enemy, protected and 
assisted in his hostile designs by formidable 
mountain barriers, which would offer ample 
cover and great facilities for an Indian invasion, 
aod at the same time, in a certain condition of 
circumstances, render retaliatory measures 
almost impossible. 

There can be no doubt that the dispatch of a 
few regiments of Eoglish troops would prove 
of incalculable moral effect at the present time.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 28.—Some light is 
thrown on the insurrectionary movement in 
Macedonia by a long petition; which the Bul- 
garians, in desperation, presented yesterday to 
the British and French Ambassadors. It is 
there said that the Bulgarians hoped to obiain 
their iiberty without passing through a period 
of insurrection, but pow perceive with eorrow 
that they cannot obtain their national 
unity except by violent means. The par- 
tition of Bulgaria by the Congress satisfies 
neither ethnographical nor economic re- 
quirements, So-called Eastern Roumelia has 
been separated from Northern Bulgaria, while 
Macedonia, the cradle of the Bulgarian people, 
has been left under Turkish rule. The - 
rian Christians of Macedonia are reduced to the 
condition of serfs by Mahomedan Beys, aud 
naturally ask with anxiety who will guarantee 
reforms. Though they compose a great major- 
itv.of the population, they foresee that their 
just demands are not to be attended to. 

BERuIN, Oct. 28.—The St. Petersburg Vovoya 
Vremya says: 

The Porte intends to turn the rebellion in Mace- 
donia to profit by occupying that province with a 
strong military force. This deserves the serious 
attention of Russian diplomacy. It would de 
singular if the Porte were allowed to dispose her 
forces in advantageous positions threatening the 
Russian aad Servian flags. Were this permitted, 
English influence, we may be sure, wouid again 

reponderate in Constantinople. Carried away by 
sritish promises, the Turks would again turn say- 
age, and bring on endless bloodshed. Now, though 
Turkish blood may be held cheap in London 
and Constantinople, Russian blood is considered 
priceless at St. Petersburg. Considering that 
Russia and Turkey are still at war, and remain at 
war till the definitive instrument of peace has been 
signed, our diplomacy has the right to interfere 
with the announced intentions of the Porte. 
Using the right of the victor, Russia is entitled to 
demand that the dispatch of ‘Turkish troops to 
Macedonia be put off until the conclusion of aefini- 
Aer between St. Petersburg and Constanti- 
nopie. 

There is as yet no sign that this view will be 
indorsea by Russian diplomacy; but as it is 
licensed vo be printed without remonstrance 
from the authorities, it had better be noticed. 

PERSIA. 

Parts, Oct. 28.—The Neue Freie Presse gives 
the names of the twelve Austrian officers who 
have been selected to reorganize the Persian 
army. The leading gentlemen are Col. Albert 
Ritter von Schoenowitz, and Maj. Agust Spiess. 
They have entered into an obligation to remain 
three years in the Persian service. The payment 
amounts to three times the amount received at 
home. The reorganization is to be analogous 
to that of the Austrian army. The company 
were to leave Vienna today.

THE GREAT CRASH. 
AN INTERESTING LETTER. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune 

Lonpon, Oct. 8.— The cable has already un- 
folded to your readers the main points of the 
record of fraud, perjury, broken hopes, shat- 
tered fort&nes, and financial ruin contained in 
the published preliminary investigation into tbe 
affairs of the defunct City of Glasgow Bank. 
One week ago it was issued to the stockholders 
and to the general public. Since then a con- 
tinuous stream of denunciation has been poured 
upon the heads of the thless Directory, 
newspapers haye been of amendments 
to the laws which permit such a juggling with 
millions, a streak of caution has struck commer- 
cial men, making them chary of ail risks, nearly 
every bank stock has shrunk in value, 
and, as the monetary reporter would 
say, “a general feeling of uneasiness 
prevails.“ Busin was bad before the 
collapse, and the fipancial uncertainty now ex- 
isting, intensified by the warlike probabilities in 
the East and the labor trouble looming up on 
every hand, may well give birth to the gluomiest 
of prophesies for the coming winter. 

Within the past week or two your correspond- 
ent has heard the failure pretty thoroughly dis- 
cussed in Glasgow, and in London by English, 
Irish, Scotch, and resident American bankers. 
From what I learn the impression caused by the 
Western Bank failure in 1857 has become a fixed 
opinion—viz., that 

SCOTCH BANKS AND SCOTCH BANKERS 

are not exactly what ibey are cracked up to be. 
For centuries almost every nation has accredit- 
ed the Scotchman witb a peculiar intuition ad- 
mirably suited for banking. His caution and 
economy bave become proverbial. Rashness in 
speculation we have never imputed to him. 
Our ideal Celtic financier was one who 
achieved success step by step, patiently 
and ploddingly, with a deliberation which 
Cer- 

there was reason. for the estimation 
in which be was held. Until lately there have 
been comparatively few failares among Scotch 
banks. In 1793 and in 1895, when so many of the 
English banks were swept away, not a single in- 
stitution in Scotlani succumbed. Various rea- 
sons have been ascribed for the superior solidity 
of the Scotch monetary institutions. Chief 
among them nas been the fact that they, for the 
most part, have large bodies of partners, who, 
being conjointly and individually bound for the 
debts of the concerns to which they belong, go 
far to ren‘ler their ultimate security all but un- 
questionable. Another reason has been the 
facility afforded by the law of the land of at- 
taching a debtor’s property and making it 
available for the payment of his debts. Others, 
again, think that the long familiarity of the in- 
habitants with paper money, and the less risk 
attendant upon the business of banking in that 
country, have been the principal causes for the 
proverbial security of Scotch banks. 

LATTERLY, HOWEVER, 
owing to the rapid growth of Glasgow, Dundee, 
and other commercial centres, the risks inci- 
dental to the business have materially increased. 
While hazard has been augmenting on the one 
hand, there has been ou the other a still more 
rapid iecrease of that cautious policy popularly 
believed to be a Scotch banking cbaracteristic. 
In the crisis of 1857 the Western Bank failure 
revealed a record of the most marvelous 
managerial foily and recklessness. Ite Direc- 
tory succeeded in fooling away nearly 818, 000. 
000 which had to be made good by some 12,000 
stockholders. That concern west into liquida-

ONLY CLOSED UP LAST JUNE. 

Business-men will recollect the outcome of the 
inveatigation—how, having advanced large 
sums to a ſew weak firms, the bank was 80 
crippled that for a long time prior to the stoo- 
page the Directors were reduced to the misera- 
bie expedient of sending up the bills they had 
discounted in Glasgow to be rediscounted iu 
London, and, when this resource failed them, 
and the other banks declined to come forward 
te their assistance, they had nothing for it but 
to close their doors. 

That affair should have been a sufficient les- 
son for the British investor to look closely into 
the management of unlimited companies. Cer- 
tainly it presented a little evidence that the 
Seottish banking system was by no means in- 
fallible; but the shock passed away, and the 
Directors received no punishment for the ruin 
they had brought upon hundreds of families. 

History repeats itself in the sity of Glasgow 
Bank trouble. The only difference is in extent. 

In Chicago and in New York we have been 
made tolerably familiar with monetary legerde- 
main; but all the breaches of public trust, ring- 
sters’ steals, and political plundering sink into 
insignificance beside the financial prestidigita- 
tion of the burst bank’s Directory. Their reck- 
less playing with figures likens them to so many 
financial conjurors expert in the art of manipu 
lating bags of goid in the style of the street- 
tumbler, who keeps a succession of brass balis 
rapidly twirling from hand to hand.

People 
in to see that the Scotch bavking system, 
instead of being a model, is a farce, aud in 
contra-distinction to that of other nations. In 
the first place, its Board of Directors is seldom 
changed, unless owing to the death or retire- 
ment from business of ite members. Thev they 
have direct control of their bank’s entire 
finances without any special check. They pos- 
sess supreme authority. They are not subjected 
to any examivation, publicor private, except by 
those whom the Directory may appoint. The 
dangers of this system are at once apparent. 
Money is in excess of the demand. There is no 
restraint upon them, and, seeking to rival com- 
peting banks in paying large dividends, they 
rash into the wildest of speculations and misap- 
propriatiou of funds. Again, the system oi 
making advances and loaning is not character- 
ized by that degree of saicty exhibited even in our 
financially much-maligned country. Large ad- 
vances are made to firms and individuals not 
upou what tbey are worth, but upon the 
strength of their social or commercial relations 
or pretensions. They are not guarded by seeing 
that drawees are equally responsible with the 
drawer. Lines of accommodation for large 
amounts arc granted to patrons 
MERELY UPON THEIR WORD, 
or upon their own showing, not as in America, 
where accommodation is generally, if not 
always, dependent on the responsibility of tne 
customer’s paper as well as that of the patrons. 
As I have intimated, the evils of this system are 
beginning to be understood, and not a few sbare- 
holders have already taken the alarm, as the 
great fall in bank shares during the past week 
plainly proves, aed to the alarm thus caused 
among the more sensitive, who act quickly, 
there is not unlikely to succeeda di ap- 
pr u which will forever discredit bank- 
shares in this country. 

The discussion of the situation has brought 
out the fact that many prominent financiers 
st y favor the adoption of the French sys 
tem 2 which does not allow interest 
on deposits unless given to the bank for a speci- 
fied time.

THE FEVER COMMISSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. Ll.—The following 
letter explains the methods of the Yeliow-Fever 


Commission : 
Mempais, Tenn., Nov. 7.—Dr. John M. Wood- 
worth, Surqgeon-General Marine Hospital Service. 
Washington, D. C. : I have thoroughly nized 
the investigation here, The Chiet of Police has 
furnished me with twenty men to make a thorough 
inspection of the whole city to gather facts. The

blanks printed for the use of the Inspectors, and 
propose to have a report from every house- 
bold in the city. I have 4a list 
all the deaths occurring from any 
sort of fever or congestion from the ist of Jaly to 
the 13th ot August, when the fever became epi- 
otain as fall a history as 
possible of every case, since it is amongst these 


cases that the first victims of yellow fever are to be 
sought.

fever here as early as the 25th of July, and suspect 
that it was here at an earlier day. e Mayor of 
the city, Howards.

Twenty- 
five men engaged in the active work of inspection 
will be paid by the city. The Howards heve made 
us their guests, and pay our hotel bills, and fur- 
nish us a buggy, so that we will have to pay only 
incidental expenses of the investigation.

He Will Go to South Carolina and Stand a 
Trial.

In answer to a question regarding the indict- 
ments which have been found against him in 
South Carolina, Gov. Chamberlain last evening 
said toa reporter of the Times - All I know 
specifically about the indictment is what is 
contained in the special dispatches to one 
paper here and one in Washington. I hap- 
pened to de in Washington yesterday morn- 
ing, and saw a dispatch to the fost of that city 
saying 1 had been indicted. What the pre- 
cise charge or charges may be 1 cannot say, and 
hence I can only say now that whatever they are 
they are false, and the work of men who are 
themselves self-confessed swindlers and perjur- 
ers, If the indictment has reference to land 
commission matters, it is moreover a revival of 
an old charge made in every campaign since 
1870. There are no facts, there can be uo facts 


which support any charge of fraud against me 
while I was m South Carolina. I cannot 
tell what false swearing may have been 
done before the Grand Jury but I do know 
that I have committed crime, and 
that ud facts exist to support’ gach a charge. 1 
know very well that my enemies have been 
hunting like sleuth-hounde since I left the State 
for some chance to indict me. I nave been told, 
on authority which satisſles me, that any other 
man could purchase complete immunity if he 
would only tell something against Chamber- 
lam.“ 

In answer to the question, What will be 
your course in regard to the indictment “ Gov. 
Chamberlain said: “I snall meet it and stand 
my tial. Immediately on arriving home to-day 
i sent this dispatch to the Attorney-General at 
Columbia:

I hopeI shall have courage enough 
to face it for myself.“

But the saddest of our story is yet to come. 
The next day, Sunday forenoon, another fire 
was set a short distance from where the one the 
day before originated, and, the wind being in 
the same direction, and blowing a great deal 
harder, the fire was driven paraliel with the 
other. About 1 o’elock it nad reached 
Grant Township, and was coming at a 
turious speed toward the premises of Mr. 
B. F. Aiken. Mr. Aiken’s oldest child, a lad of 
15 summers, saw the fire-storm approacbing, and 
immediately mounted a horse and galioped out 
into the ficid to try and save his father’s hay, 
which was in imminent danger. The boy let the 
horse go, and took the blanket upon which he 
rode and wet it iu the creek and thought to put 
the fire out while it was crossing, When the 


fire neared him, it was so hot he could not 


stand it, and started to run at one side, with 
the hope of getting out of the way of the 
main head fire, but be soon saw that he could 
not get out of the wav, and knew that he must 
lace the worst. With great presence of mind, 
the brave little fellow wrapped the wet blanket 
around his head and shouiders, and turned aud 
ran with all bis might through the fire. It was 
but the work of a moment, and his doom was 
sealed. When he reached the burnt region the 
blanket dropped from him in pieces, and witb 
bis nallless and almost fingerless hands he tore 
the remainder of his burning clotuing from his 
body, except his shoes, which were crisp tight 
to his feet, and there he stood, naked and 
scorched from head to foot, suffering untold 
agonies. His father, who was coming a short 
distance., saw the fire as it passed over 
his son. He ran his horse through the side 
fire, and was soon at his boy’s side. Frank, 
are you badly burned?” asked Mr. Alken. No, 
father, but let's hurry home,“ was the reply, 
Mr. Aiken lifted the poor fellow upon the 
horse, and started to lead it home, and holding 
on to the boy with one hand lest he might fall. 
They had procéeded in this manner but afew 
steps when the suffering boy said, ** Oh, father, 
let me bave the reins—i can’t stand it to go so 
slow.“ Tue father obeyed, and Frank ran 
the horse at full speed to the house, dis- 
mounted, tied the horse, and went into 
the house without assistance. A neighbor 
immediately came to town for Drs. Robinson 
and Walker, and during the meantime the 
almost distracted pareuts were bathing bim with 
tallow, which seemed the only thing to afford 
ease. The doctors did al) in their power to re- 
store the suffering boy, but all was in vain. He 
died without a struggle at 2 the next morning. 
He was burned internally, which caused his 
death so sudden. His limbs up to his knees 
and elbows were so badly burned that the blood 
had ceased to circulate iu them and they were 
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cold and dead long before the patient ceased to 
breathe. His father, who stood by his bedside 
uvtil life had fled, frequently asked him to have 
courage, aud the brave little fellow would re- 
ply, ** Yes, father, I’ve got courage, and think I 
will stand it all rigut.“

The subject being once opened, the debate 
took a wide range. Nearly everybody betrayed 
a strong desire to have this apparently inter- 
mivable question disposed of in some way or 
other, but always for the benefit of the city. 

Aid. Daly confessed that he took no stock 
iu the threat of the Gas Companies 
to turn off the gas, and Aid. Stauber wisely got 
at the truth of the matter by the terse observa- 
tion that the Council had been engaged in the 
process of hitching the horse by the tail about 
long evough, and it was about time to do some- 
thing towards settling the matter. 

Aid. Cullerton’s amendment was finally 
adopted, and, on motion of Aid. Lawier, the 
committees were iustructed to report in two 
weeks, tne subject to be made the special order 
for 8 o'clock. 

After dn inexcusable amount of talk, the 
Council by ordinance graciously granted the 
Liinois Central Railroad oeneeny permission 
to erect a picket fence five feet high on the ex- 
treme east line of Lake Park, from Randolph to 
‘Twelfth street, and a depot at the foot of Van 
Buren strect. 

Under the head of unfinished business, 
Council reached the ordinance submitted 
Ald- Tuley, Oct. 7, for the reorganizativa o 
Department of Public Works. 

Ald. Lawler moved to deter its consideration 
until the next Appropriation bill came up. 

Ald. Gilbert moved to refer the ordivance to 
the Judiciary Committce to report thereon at 
the next meeting. 

Ald. Tuley didn’t want the ordinance killed 
by being referred. Its importance was such 
that it should be properly considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. The time had come when 
a change was necessary by which the Mayor 


would be relieved of the vast amount 
of labor required of him as 
the head of the Departweut of 


Public Works. Besides giving him this addi- 
tional work, it also gave him an undue amount 
of power. He hoped, therefore, that the Coun- 
cil would give the ordinance careful considera- 
tion iu Committee of the Whoie. 
The motion of Ald. Gilbert to refer to the 
Judiciary Committee was lost. 
On motion of Ald. Cullerton, the considera- 
tion of the ordiuance was made the special order 
for next Monday evening at 8 o’clock. 
Aid. Ryan obtained a suspension of the rules 
to introduce an ordinauce providing for holding 
the regular mectings, from the first Monday in 
December, 1878, to the first Monday io April, 
1874, at 8 o’clock Monday afternoon of each 
week. Pending the question of its reference, s 
motion to adjourn was made and promptly car 
ried, and the Council thereupou adjourned.

Some of the enormons ballot- box frauds 

. in the Southern States at the 
November elections, samples of which were 
cited in the letter of Judge Mackey, of South 
Carolina, are in a fair way to be ventilated 
at the opening session of the Forty-sixth 
Congress. It is expected that several seats 
will be contested by the Republican eandi- 
dates who were both stuffed out and counted 
out, not with the expectation that any meas- 
ure of justice and fairness will be ‘secured 
from the Democratic majority, but to the 
end that through the contests the shame- 
ful facts in the various cases may 
be made known in an official form to 
the people of the country. Evidence 
will be forthcoming to prove that fraudulent 
votes were stuffed into the ballot-boxes by 
tens of thousands, and that in many in- 
stances the Democratic election officers re- 
turned majorities greatly in excess of the 
entire Democratic vote. Several States of 
the Solid South come to the Congress of the 
United States loaded down with a burden of 
outrage and fraud which must rest upon the 
shoulders of the Democratic party as a 
whole, unless shaken off by a refusal to 
award seats to the holders of certificates 
which certify to a lie. The tisan dis- 
honesty of the outgoing House in the de- 
cision of contests has just been rebuked in 
the most emphatic manner in the heavy ma- 
jorities cast for Fimo, of Massachusetts, 
and Betrorp, of Colorado, and the lesson is 
one which the Forty-sixth House will do well 
to heed. 


THE COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 

The delegate Convention called in the 
general interest of extending our foreign 
trade will meet to-day im Chicago. The 
Convention itself promises to be a large 
one. The declared objeet is most eommend- 
able, and one in which the whole country is 
deeply interested. The productive industry 
of the United States is in one sense in its 
infancy. Our agricultural and mineral pro- 
ductions have already assumed gigantic pro- 
portions, and are yet increasing with wonder- 
ful vigor. Despite our unlimited resources 
of raw materials, our immense system of in- 
ternal transportation, our inexhaustible sup- 
ply of fuel, and abundance of cheap food, 
we are but just now emerging from the con- 
dition of merely manufacturing for our own 
use, when in fact we ought to be furnishing 
other lands with our goods at rates cheaper 
than they can be produced or sold else- 
where, 

One of the highly-commendable purposes 
of this Convention is to urge such measures 
as will enable our manufacturers to sell their 
productions not only in all parts of the 
world, but especially in the States on the 
American Continent, where we are even less 
known commercially than in Europe and 
Asia. Of course we seek legitimate trade. 
We are asking of Mexico, and Canada, and 
Brazil, and Cuba, and Chili to extend a wel- 
come and a fair market to all the products of 
our skill and industry, and of course we 
are to tender to them reciprocal, kind feel- 
ing, and a fair market for what they have to 
sell. Weare not merely a nation of ped- 
dlers, seeking to sell our own wares 
for hard cash; we are buyers as 
well as sellers, and propose to exchange 
our goods for those of our friends and 
neighbors. This Convention, therefore, has 
for its primary object the removal of all ob- 
structions to a full and fairexchange of com- 
modities, asking nothing for ourselves but 
what we are willing and anxious to concede 
to all our customers, To a want of this 
spirit on the part of American manufacturers 
is due their present practical exclusion from 
the markets of the world. 

In considering what we shall do to open 
this trade with our Continental neighbors 
as well as with the people of all other lands, 
it is well to understand what are the serious 
obstacles which stand in the way of this ex- 
tension of the markets in which we expect to 
buy as wellas sell. In the first place, we 
have-a tariff which closes the door, and 
has done so for many years, to the 
importation of many of the products 
of other countries, and which those 
countries are forced to take elsewhere to 
sell. Some of the South American States 
produce large quantities of wool, for which 
they find a market in Europe, because it is 
excluded by our tariff from a sale in this 
country. We mention this circumstance, 
not for the purpose of discussing the wool 
tariff, but as an illustration of the fact that 
we have by our own laws for many years 
driven the trade of these Continental States 
from this country by forcing them to sell 
and buy elsewhere on better terms Mn they 
have been able to do in this country. What 
they do sell to us is sold for cash, payable 
in bills on London, which are there ex- 
changed for cotton and other British 
goods which might be all bought here. 
If we understand the purpose of 
this Convention. it will, among other 
things, urge that Congress shall abolish all 
laws which prohibit the liberal or free im- 
portation and sale in this country of all the 
articles produced in those countries with 
which we are seeking to establish a large 
trade in our manufactures. Another ob- 
stacle to the extension of our trade with 
other countries is the exclusion of American 
shipping in the carrying trade. Our laws 
prohibit the use of the American flag, of 
American protection, and American registry 
to any vessel, even if owned by our own 
citizens, unless such vessel be built in this 
country. The United States export and im- 
port merchandise annually to the value of 
$1, 200,000,000. This merchandise is mainly 
carried im foreign-owned vessels. All the 
merchants of civilized nations, except the 
United States, may buy vessels, steam or 
sail, wherever they can obtain them at. the 
least cost. Before our War we built ships of 
all kinds for sale to foreign nations.

There are now no less than three grand 
trunk lines of railway pushing to the Pacific 
Ocean. One is the Northern Pacific, which, 
if Congress is not unwisely influenced to in- 
terpose a frivolous objection, will in due 
time open up the country from Lake Su- 
perior to Puget’s Sound, A railroad bas al- 
ready been built from San Francisco south- 
wardly the whole length of the State of 
California, and now waits, at Fort Yuma, the 
right of way.to cross into Arizona and thence 
to the east. From Kansas City a new road 
is now under way and rapidly progressing, 
running thence westward to Trinidad, in 
Colorado, and south to Albuquerque, in New 
Mexico, and thence west to Fort Yuma, to 
connect with the already-completed road to 
San Francisco. The Northern Pacific has 
just advertised for contracts to build 200 
miles of that road the coming year. The 
Kansas City & Topeka Road is in direct com- 
munication with the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Road, but at Kansas City will be 
tapped by the roads leading to St. Louis, 
giving to that city an opportunity so long 
needed of a direct road to the Pacific. The 
third road is that known as Scorr's Texas 
Pacific, begun some years ago but now sus- 
pended. The Northern, Pacific, the Kansas 
City, Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Road, 
and the road in California, are all in process 
of active completion. Private capital in 
abundance is furnished as fast as it can be 
used, thus showing the confidence that is 
felt in the undertaking. The Convention 
will fail in its duty if it does not indorse this 
enlightened investment of private capital to 
build these commercial highways, aud hold 
them up as commendable examples of the 
true mode of promoting commerce. 

Of course it is to be expected that in a 
Convention of this character, embracing sub- 
jects of such magnitude, there will be differ- 
ences of opinion. In fact, it is possible that 
there may be an effort made to divert the at- 
tention of the Convention from public to pri- 
vate ends, and for that purpose it may be 
asked to indorse one or many schemes for 
obtaining national subsidies for private jobs. 
There are half a score of jobs for the sub- 
sidizing of as many steamship lines, and to 
subsidize the Texas Pacific Railway; ingen- 
ious arguments will be made to the effect that 
the guarantee of the payment of interest at 
5 per cent for forty years on the bonds of a 
railroad company is not a subsidy ; and other 
logic of that kind will be urged to show that 
where two men are engaged in business, 
using their own capital, it is the duty of the 
Government to furnish capital to some third 
man to enable him to compete with the 
others. In a Convention of national busi- 
ness men, who do not want public aid, all 
this subsidy business will be scouted as out 
of place, because giving to the whole Con- 
vention the character of a mere lobby to 
bolster up subsidy schemes generally and 


specifically. 
SECRETARY EVARTS ON THE HALIFAX 
AWARD 


Secretary Evarts’ dispatch to Lord Satis- 
Bury on the subject of the Halifax award, 
transmitted through Minister Wess, oug ht 
to command serious attention from the Brit- 
ish people and respect from the British 
Government. It is in the nature of an 
earnest protest, founded upon facts that re- 
veal the rank injustice of the decision reached 
by a majority of the Commission, and it 
leaves the inference that the United States 
Government will be warranted in declining 
to pay the assessed damages in the event that 
the British Government shall insist upon the 
demand as it now stands. It would have 
been undiplomatic, and perhaps unwise, for 
Secretary Evarts to maintain at the present 
juncture that the United States Government 
will not pay the $5,500,000 under any cir- 
cumstances; but the Secretary’s argument 
shows that the Government cannot submit 
to the extortion without ‘stultifying itseif, 
and the American people Will hope that the 
protest really means an ultimatum if the 
British Government shall decline to reopen 
the question, or agree upon a new basis of 
settlemént. 

The points made by Secretary Evanrs may 
be summed up as follows: 

(1) The United States Government never 
intended to surrender any of the rights which 
it had acquired under the Treaty of 1818, and 
any construction of the terms of the Treaty 
of Washington to the contrary has been an 
error on the.part of the Halifax Commission. 
To the extent that such a misconstruction of 
the Treaty of Washington has influenced the 
Commission, their deliberations and conclu- 
sions are necessarily vitiated. 

(2) The Halifax Commission had no author- 
ity to consider any abstract political or eco- 
nomical advantages that might grow out of 
the abolition of an imaginary line dividing 
the inshore from the deep-sea fishing, neither 
the fictitious profit that might accrue under 
certain supposed conditions, nor the diminn- 
tion of possible provocation for quarrels bo- 
tween the fishermen of the two countries, 
nor any other sentiment or indeterminate 
considerations should have influenced the 
decision of the Halifax Commission. 

(3) It was the duty of the Commission to 
estimate the actual peeuniary value of the 
in-shore fishery to Americans, and this could 
only be done fairly upon testimony that was 
easily accessible. It is a matter of fact that 
the entire cateh in the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
during the five seasohs intervening between 
the date of the Treaty of Washington and 
the meeting of the Commission was 167,945 
barrels. The Canadians contend that three- 
fourths of this catch was within the three- 
mile line, though the Americans estimate the 
proportion to be one-fourth. According to 
the Canadian estimate, this would be 125,961 
barrels in five years, or about 25,000 barrels 
a year. Canadian testimony shows that 
$3.75 was the average value of the fish per 
barrel, cured and packed ready for transpor- 
tation, and that $1 a barrel was an extrava- 
gant estimate of the profit. On the basis of 
these facts, the privilege of the in-shore 
fishing would be $25,000 a year, or $300,000 
for the period of twelve years covered by 
the treaty. But setting an arbitrary and 
excessive rate of $10 a barrel with a profit of 
50 per cent, the value of the privilege would 
be only $125,900 a year, or $1,500,000 for 
the twelve ygars. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the award of $5,500,000 for this privi- 
lege cowd only have been reached by the 
consideration of extraneous conditions with 
lick, the Commission had nothing what- 


ever to do, and hence their decision is erro- | 


nedus and not binding. 
(4) While the Commission manifestly 


“‘€ranscended its functions in estimating the 
x of the concession as provided in Article 


of the treaty, it failed in its duty to take 
to account the deduction required to be 
by Articles 19 and 21 for privileges 


| granted by the United States Government. 
Article 21 provides a free market in the Unit- 


ed States for the products of the Canadian 
fisheries. and tha statictias of tha imnartation 
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when the concession was granted, the Unit- 
ed States would have received a revenue of 
$300,000 a year on the Canadian fish and 
fish-oil brought into this country. Taking 
but one-half of this actual sum as a basis, 
the total revenue for the twelve years 
would be $1,800,000. Now the treaty 
expressly stipulates that the revenue 
lost by this concession shall be do- 
ducted from the ‘amount awarded on ac- 
count of the Canadian concession, The 
value of the Canadian concession, however, 
cannot be estimated on proof beyond $1,500,. 
000, and the $1,800,000 of revenue lost 
overbalances any reasonable claim for dam- 
ages that can be set up by the Canadians. 
The demand for $5,500,000 is in despite of 
these facts, 

(5) Mr. Evanrs repeats the point that the 
Treaty of Washington 1equired a unanimous 
decision, while the decision given had the 
eoucurrence of only a majority. He does 
not insist strongly upon this point, and inti- 
mates that he will recede from it altogether 
if the British Government urges a different 
construction. The concession on the part of 
Mr. Evanrts appears to be weak and unueces- 
sary. The fact that the Treaty of Washing- 
ton expressly stipulated for a unanimous de- 
cision in the ease of the fisheries, and in no 
other, would indicate that the embarrass- 
ments of the controversy were fully ap- 
preciated at the time, and a unanimous de- 
cision was agreed upon by both parties in 
advance as the only means for reaching 
a conclusion that would be satisfactory and 
binding. Can Mr. Evarts doubt that the 
British Government would have insisted 
upon the concurrence of every member of 
the Commission if there had been a majority 
decision that was unsatisfactory to the Cana- 
dians? And this is precisely what the 
United States Government must do now. 
We can only explain Mr. Evants’ slurring 
over this point on the ground that he be- 
lieved his other points to be so strong that 
the British Government could not succcss- 
fully controvert them. But suppose the 
British Government ‘shall prove to be un- 
reasonable, is it not proper, then, to insist 
upon a unanimous decision as provided by 
the treaty? And will it not be inexcusably 
weak to forego this advantage, which might, 
ander other circumstances, have served the 
British Government equally well? 

There is an intimation in Secretary Ev- 
ants’ dispatch that the sum of 85,500, 000 
might be paid in consideration of perpetual 
rights in the Canadian waters; and there is 
an invitation to reopen the question and re- 
fer it to a new Commission. The latter 
would be the fairer way, and would probably 
result even more to the advantage of the 
United States than the excessive award of 
$5,500,000 for perpetual rights. The 
strongest language used by Secretary Evarts 
in regard to the final settlement is in the 
following sentence: I cannot, in all candor, 
hold out any expectation that the Govern- 
ment can ever recognize the valuation 
of the counter valuing Commissions 
of Articles 18, 19, and 21 involved in 
this award as a guide, even much less a 
standard, for any future treatmont of the 
fishery contentions ‘which the exigencies of 
the situation as now left may require.” And 
this sentence acquires some additional force 
by the intimation that the United States will 
forego the privileges of the Canadian waters 
and restore the duty on Canadian fish and 
fish-oil, unless some other settlement can be 
reached. It is only mecessary to add that 
this dispatch was written before information 
had been received of the approval by the 
British Government of the Fortune-Bay 
outrage, which makes the American case 
stronger than ever, for that attack on Amer- 
ican fishermen was a violation of the Treaty 
of Washington before the United States 
Government evinced any official disposition 
to contest the award. 


DEATH OF THE HON. NORMAN B. JUDD. 
The sudden death of the Hon. Norman B. 


Jopp early yesterday morning will be a shock 
to the older citizens of Chicago, and the an- 
nouncement will carry regret and sorrow 
throughout the entire community. He was 
so conspicuously identified with the growth 
of Chicago and the development of -the 
Northwest that his demise must be mourned 
as a public loss. For, the past two or three 
years Mr. Jupp has lived a retired life, and 
Chicago quickly outgrows the active recol- 
lection of those who drop out of its busy 
whirl for ever so brief a period. But those 
who have grown up with thia city, and ail 
those whose memory or reading extends over 
the public aff uirs from 1840 to 1870, will not 
fail to recognize the important part Mr. 
Jupp acted in the political and commercial 
development of the Northwest. His obitu- 
ary, in another column, unfolds the details 
of his career. He came to Chicago in 1836 and 
associated himself with Judge Caron in the 
practice of law. Only a couple of years after, 
he began to take part in the public affairs of 
the city and county, and i 1844 he entered 
upon a wider political caree: in the State 
Senate, where he served for e. hteen years 
continuously. During this periia he was 
actively associated in the capacity of attor- 
ney and Director with most of the great rail- 
road projects of the West, and the growth 
and success of these enterprises owe much to 
his skill as a lawyer, his judgment and in- 
tegrity as a man, his abiding faith in the 
future of Chicago, and his untiring energy. 
He was one of Apranam Lixcotn’s earliest 
friends, mapped out the celebrated debates 
between Lincotn and Dovatas, helped to 
bring Illinois to the front in the Anti-Slavery 
fight, and urged Lincoin’s nomination for 
the Presidency, which, as Chairman of the 
Illinois delegation in the Chicago Con- 
vention of 1860, he afterwards pro- 
posed. Mr. Jupp’s services were recognized 
by his appointment as Minister to Berlin, 
where kis good-hearted and courteous de- 
meanor endeared him to the people of that 
city as well as to American travelers. While 
this appointment was en honor that he richly 
merited, it is doubtful whether it was any 
benefit to him. A long foreign residence 
took him away from the busy life that had 
always been his element, and he would prob. 
ably have been a happier and more fortunate 
man had he remained at home. Neverthe- 
less his absence did not cost him the respect 
and confidence of his home constituency, 
for he was twice elected to Congress after 
his return, and might have been elected 
again had he not declined farther Congres- 
sional service. He then became Collector of 
Customs in Chicago, and remained in that 
office for some years. Mr. Jupp, like 
many other of Chicagos oldest and 
most deserving citizens, was a severe 
sufferer from the panic of 1873; his 
losses ctippled him financially, and many 
persons think they shattered his health. 
During these trials, however, he always re- 
mained the same genial, even-tempered, and 
ptiblic-spirited man he had alweys been. He 
has during the last three years made heroic 
efforts to re-establish his personal prosperity 
for the benefit of his familv. to whom ba 
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recall the name of any man who has seen 
so much public service as Mr. Jupp and who 
has at (he same time made so many friends 
aud so fewenemies. His family may find 
consolation during their great sorrow in the 
assurance that he leaves behind him the re- 
spect and honor which are given only to per- 
sonal purity and a good heart, 


BURIED POLITICIANS. 

The results of the recent election, so far as 
they concern the successful candidates, have 
been sufficiently considered. We are thor- 
oughly informed as to the present status; we 
know the condition of the next Congress, 
and in same measure can forecast its proba- 
bilities. There is one phase of it, however, 
which has not yet been sufficiently observed. 
There are greetings for the successful states- 
men; there should be something like à de- 
cent service over the unsucoessful. * a 
rule, the defeated politician is of as little in- 
terest as a last year’s bird's nest. He sinks 
entirely out of sight, or becomes a pale rem- 
iniscense. whose only connection with the 
activo world of politics is to be found in 
the dryasdust volumes of the Congressional 
Record or the thrilling tables of 
ures in the newspaper almanac. Too 
often the record of his statesman- 
ship is consigned to a trunk cover, 
or helps to serve as an envelope 
for the weck's washing. This is hardly de- 
corous or befitting. It is not seemly to drop 
the retiring statesmen who were snowed un- 
der last Tuesday without some sympathetic 
word of parting, or to neglect a few other 
statesmen whose election is only a colossal 
warning .from their constituents that they 
are doomed men, who, in another election, 
may go to meet the defuncts of last week. 

In Maine, Evcene Hare was upset in the 
most accidental manner, and when he least 
expected it, by a Democratic-Greenbacker, 
thus showing the charming uncertainties of 
politics, which find still further illustration 
in the Third District of Vermont, where 
Bartow, ® bolter, who lost the Convention 
and seized the Greenback nomination, se- 
cured suflicient Republican votes to 
beat both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic voters out of sight, after 
trying ita second time. In Massachusetts, 
there haye been two notable changes. In 
the Forty-fifth Congress, Fin, who was 
honestly elected from the Third District, was 
swindled out of his seat by the Democrats, 
who gave it to Dean, who was not elected, 
aud consequently not entitled to it. This 
year the indignant people of his district 
determined to give Fi such a majority 
that there should be no doubt about the 
matter, and they didit. The people of Col- 
orado did precisely the same thing, only with 
more emphasis. Judge Brrrono, who had 
been elected to the Forty-fifth Congress by a 
large majority, was thrown out by the Demo- 
crats, to make room for Parrrnsox, upon a 
miserable quibble. This time the people 
of Colorado settled the matter be- 


yond the possibility of question by electing 


Betrorp by a tremendous majority *that 
buried Patrenrson out of sight. Among those 
who voted to deprive Mr. Frexp of his seat 
was Ben Buture. If there be any satisfac- 
tion in witnessing the discomfiture of a mean 
opponent, Mr. Fretp ought to be satisfied, 
for Ben Buruer, with all his load of corrup- 
tion, venality, hypocrisy, Communism, and 
Kearneyism, is as effectually buried as a body 
sent to the bottom of the ocean in its shotted 
sheet. Another one of the most noisy and 
pestiferous demagogues that ever represented 
New England in Congress was Lanpgrs, of 
Connecti¢ut, who was overwhelmingly beaten 
by Gen. Hawizy; while Barnum, who fondly 
hoped to be returned as United States 
Senator, finds a Republican Legislature con- 
fronting him. Political justice in New Eu- 
gland has@een of the retributive sort, and 
time has brought some precious revenges. 

New York offers the student in politics 
some excellent lessons for study. CLAnksOo 
N. Porrer, the great investigator, to whom 
the American people are indebted for ANpER- 
son and Mrs. Jenxs, was the only Democrat 
who could see beyond his nose and discern 
the elements of the coming storm. He de- 
clined the nomination and escaped the wrath 
of his constituents. He is one of the few 
politicians who understand the art of stop. 
ping when through. He performed his own 
obsequies, and after next March will be of 
no more account to the American people 
than Joan Smira or Jonx Brown. Beeps, 
one of the harlequins of the House, will play 
his antics no more,—Ferpon, a strong, able 
Republican, taking his chair. Cox and Fra- 
NaN DO Woop have received warning to quit. 
When Cox loses nearly 12,000 votes in two 
short years, and Woop, who in 1876 had 
8,063 majority, finds himself only 717 ahead 
of his next highest opponent, these two 
barnacles can hardly help feeling that they 
have lost their grip, and that the 
tide is washing them off from the keel of 
the old Ship of State. Porrer is not the only 
investigator who has suffered. GtLover, who 
went fishing for Republican suckers and 
caught so many Democratic whales, is out in 
the cold. It is a compensation all round, for 
even the Democrats now will not have to lie 
awake nights in apprehension of the next 
morning's result of Grovrr’s fishing. Sren- 
Ger, who was one of Porrer’s noisiest licu- 
tenants iv the investigating business, has also 
leave to stay at homo. His little day of fuss 
and froth is ended. In our own State we 
have lost Our Carter. He deserves a requiem 
by the Marine Band, and the American Eagle, 
as he cdols his pinions in the sprays of the 
Pacific, will mourn for him as the turtle 
mourneth for her mate. Epgn, whose dame 
has been a synonym for all that is offensive 
in Democracy,. lost the nomination, and 
Decivs,| who gained it, lost the election, 
while Josn ALLEN, the rankest Copperhead 
that ever got into Congress, went down 
like chaff before the wind tLe 
moment a Union soldier got a 
chance at him. Bannine, of Ohio, 
filling a seat to which he was elected by the 
most barefaced frauds of roughs and gam-

The opera season was inaugurated last even- 
ing with Verdi’s “Un Ballo en Maschera at 
McVicker’s Theatre by the Strakosch Company, 
cast as above. For once we have had an opera 
season initiated without “Sonnambala”’ or 
Trovatore.““ On the other hand, the mavager 
„ to have gone back and taken from its 

ty place on the shelves a work which has al- 
ready become antiquated, as compared. with 
many of Verdi’s works, though a dozen years 
ago it was a great favorite, and no repertoire 
was considered complete without it. It is now 
ten years since Chicago has heard it, 
its last performance having bern given 
Oct. 14, 1868, at the Crosby Opera- 
House. Its first performance was 
at McVicker’s Theatre June 29, 1863, and since 
that date it has been given eight times. The 
cast on that occasion was a notable one. It in- 
eluded Lorini (Virginia Whiting) as Amelia; 
Cordier as the Vage; Morensi as the Astrologer; 
Brignoli as Richard; Amadio as Reinhart ; and 
Barili and Locatelli as the Conspirators. At the 
opening season of the Crosby Opera-House the 
cast was fully as strong, including Zucchi as 
Ame ia, Ortolani as the /age; Morensi as tue 
Astrologer ; Mazzoleni as ichard; Bellini as 
Stemhart ; and Dubreul and Muller as the Con- 
spirators. If it is ever cast as strong again, may 
we be there to see. 

It is almost unnecessary to speak of “ Un 
Ballo” as a musical work, though there 
must have been many present who heard 
it for the first time. Notwithstanding the 
absurd anachronisms of its libretto, made neces- 
sarv by the Italian censorship, the itmpossibility 
that its action can ever have any interest to 
Americans, though the scene is laid in Boston, 
because it is entirely foreign to Puritan senti- 
ment at that date (what would the Puritans 
have sat ot last eyrning’s hallet ), aud its gen- 
eral level of musical commonplace, it will 
always have admirers. They will go to hear 
the cauzouet and the few briliiant concertea 
numbers, just as they go to hear Martha for 
„ Ibe Last Rose of Summer,“ or ** Trovatore“ 
for the Anvil Chorus and Prison Scene. 
Others Will go to revive memories of old times, 
when, with all respect for Strakosch’s company. 
we bad caste t»at were not only strong individa- 
ally but collectively, and it was pussible to have 
a perfect ensemble. 

Not that the performance last evening was 
unsuccessful or unenjuvable. On the other 
hand, a very large audience received the per- 
formance with unmistakable marks of approba- 
tion, and it was as a whole one of the best and 
most complete represenfations we have had 
bere fora long time. Mr Strakosch has at last 
laid the foundations Krong by giving us a 
chorus which in es and quantity is worthy 
of the pame. and an orchestra worthy to go 
with it. The chorus has about forty voices, and 
the orchestra numbers almost as many picces, 
so that the background for a fine performance 
was all there. 

ith Miss Kellogg and Miss Cary recetved a 
warm welcome, and the former, in the few num- 
bers that really call out the qualities of an 
artist, notably in the scena and aria at the gibbet 
and in the duo immediately following with 
Aiccardo, sang with great vigor, and developed 
a purity and intensity of voice that she has rare- 

before exceiled. It is not a strong part nor 
oes it call for much dramatic ability, except in 
detached es, and these were most excel- 
lently given. Miss Cary has but a single scena, 
of that wild, weird sort which is peculiarly 
adapted to her and whieh she always makes im- 
pressive and ‘strong, and she sung it deliciously, 
making such a success that it resulted after 
the fall of the curtain in two recalls. 
Mr. Conly had the very small part of 
Sam, one of the conspirators, whose only 
duty was to wander about with his fellow-rover, 
Tom, and shout and grow! very dismal recita- 
tive. Miss Lancaster was cast for a very im- 
portant part, that of Oscar, the page. She was 
overweichted with the role, but it is to be said to 
her credit that she bas made rapid improvement 
since her last appearance here, both in ease of 
manner and in vocalism, and if she did not rise 
to the standard ot those who have taken this 
part here before, was nevertheless very satisfac- 
tory. She is to be credited with the only encore 
of tae evening, given ber for the canzonet, 
„ Saper Sorreste, which she sang very prettily. 

The new-comers, Rosnati and Pantaleoni, 
made au emphatic succéss. Rosnati more than 
fulfilied the promises made by his concert-sing- 
ing here recently. His ringing, robust voice 
told with fine effect, and held out strong and 
fresh to the end. With the exception of 
some’ unpleasant mannerisms, he is one 
of the very best tenors that 
have been here for years, and is an acquisition to 
the troupe of which Mr. Strakosch may be 
proud. Tenors with his style of voice and 
method are not often caught nowadays. Pan- 
taleoni’s suecess was none the less emphatic. 
His voice is a baritone of great power and 
breadth, which he uses with uncommon ease, 
while in action be is one of the best lyric artists 
we have had here since Bellini’s time. His 
singing of the scena aod aria, O dolcezze per- 
dute,” was the most finished and powerful 
number of the whole evening’s work. 

Considering the work as a whole, the season 
may be said to have opened witha most unusual 
success. This evening, “‘ Faust?’ will be given, 
in which Miss Marco will make her debut. Sur- 
prises are not very frequent in opera. The pub- 
lie is more used to disappointments. On this 
occasion, however, there 1s to be a genuine sur- 

rise, for Mr. Strakosch has settled the im- 
brogtio with Mlle. Lita, and that artist will 
make her debut in this country Saturday even- 
ing next in the title role of “ Lucia.

CLEVELAND, O., Noy. 10.—Max Strakosch 
arrived here this morning from Cincinnati, and 
has been in consultation nearly ail day with 
Prof. Underner and A. B. Hough, the sub- 
stantial friend of Mlle. Litta, relative to the 
contract trouble. The result of this conference 
is that the Litta-Strakosch contract made ia 
Paris has been declared null, and another one 
entered into between the parties, which receives 
the approval of Prof. Underner, as was required 
by his contract with Mile.

The terms 
are not made public, but it is understood they 
are much more favorable to Mlle.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE MANAGERS’ MEETING AT NEW 
YORK, 

Several of the railroad officials who attended 
the Managers’ meeting at New York last Friday 
and Saturday returned yesterday. From them 
it has been learned that the meeting was a per- 
fect failure, and that there is but little prospect 
that the difficulties in the way of an East-bound 
pool can ever be overcome. The roads leading 
East from Chicago submitted figures showing 
what percentages they were willing to accept, 
which, when added together, amounted to about 
200 per cent. After an all day’s talk and con- 
siderable revising of the percentages first sub- 
mitted, it was discovered that the percentages 
demanded by the various lines leading East 
from this city amounted to 122 per cent, 
as follows: Michigan Centra’, 36 per cent; 
Peunsylvania Company's two lines 36 per cent; 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 30 per cent; 
and Baltimore & Ohio 20 percent. None of the 
roads would make further concessions, ana, as 
but 100 per cent could be divided, the whole 
scheme fell through. it was evident that some 
of the roads did not want a pool, and only sub- 
mitted tigures in order to avoid the charge of 
being inimical to a pooling arrangement. They 
did not seem to be ready yet to show a full 
hand, and all they wanted was to gain time. 
There can be but little doubt about the forma- 
tion of a new line to Chicago by the Erie, At- 
lantic & Great Western and Baltimore & Ohio. 
Railroads, but as the lease of the Atlantic & 
Great Western has not yet been fully carried 
out, it is not yet advisable to make public the 
fact that such an arrangement has been made. 

An effort was made at the meeting to stop giv- 
ing return passes to stock shippers, and this mat- 
ter also fell through. The railroads will, therefore, 
continue to issue the pasteboards. The Chair- 
man of the meeting was authorized to issue a 
circular that, after Jan. 1, no more free passes 
shall be given on account of freight shipments. 
As the same orders have heretoiore been given 
and violated, itis but fair to presume that the 
new order will remain a dead letter. 

After a long discussion it was decided to ad- 
vance freight rates from Western points to the 
East Nov. 25. The rate ou dressed hogs will 
after that be 76 cents per 100. and on live hogs 
50 cents. The grain rate will be 35 cents per 100 
pounds, and fourth class 40 cents. 

The proposition to abolish the payment of 
commissions on the passenger business, and 
agencies for the sale of tickets, was also dis- 
cussed, and with the same result as the pool 
question. A formidable opposition was mani- 
fested towards the proposition by the Erie and 
Baltimore & Ohio Railr who maintained 
that such arrangement would force the bulk of 
the business on the Vanderbilt routes, and 
would leave the shorter routes out in the cold. 
The only way in which-the shorter routes could 
compete with the longer ones was in the pay- 
ment of commissions to agents. It was claimed 
also that by the establishment of a limited 
number of agencies the traveling public was ac- 
commodated. The meeting it was claimed was 
a farce from the beginning te the end.

CRIME. 


MURDER BY ABORTION, 
Special Dispatch to The Triowne. 

Deraoit, Mich., Nov. 11.—Anether horrible 
case of abortion came to light this morning. 
The victim is Mrs. Catherine Kuhn, aged 28, a 
very handsome German woman, who had, on 
the death of her husband, Theodore Auhn (for 
many years employed as a bookbinder by E. B. 
Smith & Co., anda nephew of Jadge Joseph 
Kuhn, member-elect of the Legislature of Mich- 
gan), succeeded to his property, a comfortable 
house on Croghans street, and a good sum of 
money. She had one child, ayretty little girl, 
Svears of age. She was universally respected, 
and was believed by all her neighbors to lead 
an exemp'ary life. A short time ago her 
actions were such as to cause her mother 
and sisters to suspect that all was not well with 
her, as she would frequently burst into tears, 
wring her hands, and declare that nothing re- 
mained for her in this world. Se complained 
of being ill, and made frequent visits to a 
physician, whose name her mother and relations 
do not know. On the 3d fast. she was taken 
il, and Dr. F. X. Spranger sent for. He declined 
to attend, on the ground that Mrs. Kuhn ordi- 
naruy employed another physician, but evept- 
ually consented. Acute peritonitis set in, ald, 
on Friday, the patient died, after five days of 
horrible agony. The authorities were in- 
formed of the case, and Coroner Schulte 
took charge of the remains this morning, just iu 
time to prevent the funeral, for which arrange- 
ments nad been completed. Dr. Dakin, County 
Physician, matie a post mortem examination, 
an found that the deceased came to her death 
from the effects of an abortion. At the in- 
auest Dr. Spranger testified that, when called to 
attend Mrs. Kuhn, he found her at the point of 
death, and in terrible agony. The deceased 
woman’s mother and sisters left the room, and 
when they had gone she confessed she had 
taken drugs to produce the abortion, and knew 
she must die for it. When asked if any one 
had prescribed for her, sbe replied 
“Yes, the old——,’’ then she stopped 
and said: I guess I hadn't better say any 
more,” and was silent. Next day be called 
about noon, and found her inthe agonies of 
death. He had never, in all his experience, be- 
held such awful suffering. The deceased was 
conscious to the end, but died without disclosing 
the terrible secret. The Assistant Prosecuti ng 
Attorney thinks he has.a ciew which will lead to 
the arrest of the guilty parties, and is diligently 
working up the aifair.

The self-accumulation ona life policy, a sum 
which can never be applied to the payment of any- 
thing but a claim on the policy itself, has, apart 
from the fact that, in a case which ought never to 
occur, the excess of its actual over its assamed 
interest may be used forthe general purposes of 
the Company, no valae to the company whatever 
except as a security for the payment of surrender 
charge or reasonable forfeiture. This charge or 
forfeiture being deducted, the balance belongs to 
the individual, whatever may be the cause of the 
discontinuance. It should be distinctly stipulated, 
being as easy a subject of precaiculation as any- 
thing else pertaining to the policy.-—Zlizur Wright. 

A life-insurance policy is the only form of con- 
tract Kn0wn in commercial affairs where the failure 
to pay a stated sum will result in the confiscation 
of a much larger amount. — where the omission, 
from whatever cause, to pay $10, for in- 
etance, may entail! the loss of a thousand dollars of 
trust funds. It cannot be doubted that a remedy 
for wholesale confiscation of trust deposits will be

Opinions are divided upon the question whether 
or not it be advisable to move forward the large 
volume of No. 2 wheat now in store here. Many 
operators think that the railroad companies will 
not find it advisable to ad-ance freights much 
above 35c per 100 ibs on grain, and the wheat can 
be contrelied here so much more easily than.at the 
East that a little difference in the cost of transpor- 
tation 16 aot an inducement to ship now, and bold 
at the seaboard for winter sale. Especially is this 
the case as the present outlook does not justify the 
hope that our No. 2 wheat will be badly wanted 
before epring at a premium of 10c per bu over No. 
3. The latter continues in fair supply, leaving the 
former to be carried from one month to another 
against contracts for future delivery. 

Some parties in the trade are of the opinion that 
the French demand for wheat has practically ceased 
for the winter. It is significant, however, that the 
French seaports are at present bare of wheat, the 
imported grain having all gone into the interior as 
fast as received. The French crop was undoubted- 
ly a very poor one, and a good deal of foreign 
wheat must yet be taken to make up the home de- 
ficiency for the current crop year. 

The leading produce markets continue to rule 
tame at very low prices, some of them being lower 
than ever before known im this city. Hogs are 
still on the decline, 2e per Ib on the hoof being 
scarcely low enough to give strength, though prod- 
uctis attracting an unusually large demand asa 
consequence of ite extraordinary cheapness. New 
product ie relatively firm, the old dragging badly 
ou the market. Wheat declined Oe yesterday, 
being depressed by large arrivals; the equivalent 
of 550 car-loads was inspected into store in the 
morning. Corn, oats, and rye were steadier, aud 
barley weak, because of a diminished demand for 
consumption. We have received up to date one- 
sixth less barley this year than for the same time 
in 1877. and still the offerings exceed the demand. 

Jobbers of dry goods were doing just a fair sea- 
sonable business, and nothing more. The demand 
was strictly in conformity with the requirements 
of current trade, no one showing a disposition to 
anticipate wants. Groceries were moving on & 
generous scale, and most lines remained steady and 
firm. New Orleans molasses was 2c lower. In tne 
dried-fruit market no price-changes were noted. 
A good business is in progress, and 
there was a fairly firm feeling all 
around. Fish were quoted as before. 
Butter remained weak for the grades below 
good. Cheese was dull and prices without much 
strength. No changes were reported in the leather. 
bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood markets. Oils 
were in fair request, with carbon, linseed, turpen- 
tine, naphtha, and miners’ oil ruling firm. 

The lumoer market was steady under a moderate 
inquiry ior cargoes, with rather light ozferings. 
At the yardsa fair business was transacted at the 
current prices. The demand for wool was light. 
and chiefly from the Westernjconsumers, who al- 
ways pursue the hand-to-mouth plan of purchas- 
ing. and the market was steady.

candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Governor: The 
Convention met at Decatur in May. The three 
candidates were Mr. Judd, Leonard Swett, and 
Richard Yates. On the first ballot Mr. Judd 
received 245 votes, leading Mr. Swett fifty-four. 
On the third ballot he went up to 263, but on 
the fourth ail the Swett men except thirty-six 
went over to Mr. Yates, giving him the nomina- 
tion. Mr. Judd had incurred the opposition of 
the Chicago Democrat. then one of the leading 
Republican papers of the State. and this helped 
to contribute to his defeat. A story was also 
put in circulation at that time, and tended to 
injure him, tuat he had been guilty of treachery 
to Mr. Lincoln in 1858, Subsequentiy Messrs. 
Dole, Hubbard, and Kinme wrote to Mr. Lin- 
coin regarding it, and he replied expressiny his 
full confidence in Mr. Judd’s honor, honest, 
and integrity. 

In June of 1860, the National Republican Con- 
vention met iu this city. Mr. Judd was one of 
the delegates for Lilinois, and on him devolved 
the pleasant duty of nominating Mr. Lincoln 
for President. On the third ballot he saw the 
man of his choice successful. When the Presi- 
dent-clect was to start on his journey to Wash- 
ington, Mr. Judd was selected as one of the 
few intimate friends to accompany him, 
apd no one could have been more 
Vigilant or more thougutful in seeing 
that that memorable trip, taken, part of it, 
through what was then a hostile territory, was 
conducted with safety and dispatc So soon 
as Mr. Lincoln’s Cabinet was formed, Mr. Judd 
was appointed 

UNITED STATES MINISTER TO PRUSSIA, 
and he held that position to the general satis- 
taction of ail Americans who visited Berlin, and 
to the satisiaction of the Governinent to which 
he was accredited until he was removed bv Mr. 
Johnson soon after he became President. The 
causes for this proscription of one of the most 
trusted iricnds of the dead President were never 
known. Mr. Judd returned to Chicago, and in 
1506, in obedience to the wishes of his friends, 
mace a canvass for the Republican nomination 
for Congress against the Hon. John Wentworth, 
the then member. It was one of the most aut 
mated struggies for anomination which had 
been beid in the district for many years. Mr. 


| Judd was succesaiul by a few votes, and was far 


more successful at the polls, receiving a large 
majority over his competitor, ex-Mayor Sher- 
man. In 1368 he was again elected, beating 
Jadge Wallace by 8.000 votes. During his 
term ef service be was considered as one of 
toe quiet, active, and eflicient workers. He 
served on the Committees on Banking, Weights 
and Measures, etc. He also introduced resoiu- 
tions which became the basis for the legislation 
of this country in reference to protecting the 
chte of naturalized citizens of the United 
States in foreign countries. The treaties which 
have since been made between this country anu 
laren Powers are but a perfection of the 
propositions mtroduced bv bim. When his term 
of service expired, in March of IS71, he de- 
clined a re-election. 

In July, 1872, he was appointed by President 
Grant Collector of Customs vice James E. Me- 
Lean, aud filled the position with eminent satis- 
faytion to all until September of 1875, when he 
resigned at the request of President Grant. 

During his professional career he had made 
au amvic private fortune. Unfortunately, dur- 
ing his term as Collector, he made heavy invest- 
ments in Colorado silver mines, and sunk mach 
money ip establishing silver reduction works at 
Georgetown, He went on littie by little until 
he had embarked bis entire fortune ip this en- 
terprise. The panic of 1873, and the depression 
which followed i., resulted in the ruin of his 
schemes, and he was hopelessty impoverished, 
even bis homestead being swept away. Coming 
at his age, the loss wastoo great tor him to 
make good, and for the last two years he bad 
withdrawn from political and active life. tie 
bad resided until a recent period at his home in 
Kenwood, but for some months back had been 
living with Mr. Wadsworth, in whose house he 
died.

JUDGE CATON. 

Judd and I were schoolmates together,“ 
said Judge J. D. Caton yesterday evening. 
Fifty years ago I entered Grosvenor’s school at 
Rome, N. Y..—a place where young men pre- 
pared for college, —and tuere I secon became 
acquainted with a lad about my own age named 
Judd. of very respectable parents who lived in 
the neighborhood. Asa boy he was quiet, stu- 
dious, and of good habits. Among the other pu- 
pile at that time were Dr. Brainerd, who was lately 
here in Chicago, aud Avsop Miller. of Rock- 
ford. After leaving school, Judd took to the 
study of medicine with Dr. Pope, of Rome, but 
be didn’t seem to get along weil with 
the materia medica. Alter studying six 
months he came the conclusion 
that jdoctoring was not his forte, 
and accordingly looked around for something 
else to da. At that time I was studying law 
with Wheeler Barnes, a prominent member of 
the Bar at Rome, and very shortly Judd con- 
cluded that he, too, would embrace the legal 
profession. He was soon working along in toe 
office with me, and made rapid progress. We 
sat up vights together poring over our lessons, 
for Barnes was a thorough instructor, and put 
us throuch a course of reading in history aud 
lighter literature. I remember we bad Smollett 
and Hume among the authors thus 
studied. Barnes marked out our reading, 
and doses, too, he gave us. 
At that time Judd was an inveterate reader. I 
don’t know how he has kept up bis habit in this 
direction of late years, but I considered him 
then as something extraordinary as a student. 
He had no bad habits that I ever knew, and I 
by this time, ought to have known him, and did 
kuow him, well. He was a good, faithful student, 
exemplary in conduct, and respected by all with 
whom be came in contact. 

“In 18331 came West—that was two years 
later than the period I have just referred to. 
Judd was then still studyme, but with another 
firm, Noves & Foster, both of whom, by the 
way. afterwards attained a wide reputation and 
practice. He fintsned his studies with 
them and set up in law for himself. 
In the spring of 1836, having made good bead- 
way here in Chicago, and thinking there was an 
opportunity tor extending my business, I wrote 
to Judd, offering him a partnership in my office. 
He immediately accepted the offer aud came on 
from Rome. The next year—I think it was the 
next—he was made the first City Attorney of 
Chicago, the office being just created, and was 
also elected by the Council to act as Prosecuting 
Attorney in the Municipal Court (since done 
away with). Judge Ford presided in that court. 
lwas at that time serving as an Aldermaa. 
According to the rule then in vogue, the Prose- 
cuting Attorney was paid by fees instead of by 
a salary, and Judd made a good thing out of it. 
Of course, all that he got from this branch of 
bis practice was his, our partnership only cover- 
ing general law business.

City Attorney, and made many friends and some 
political capital out of the office. He was a 
strong Democrat,—Chicago was all Democratic 
then, the majority being in When 
I left tne city, in 1888, to go on my farm. our 
partnership was dissolved, and Judd went in 
with J. T. Scammon, and afterwards with Judge 
John M. Wilson.

MILWAUKEE.

Mirwavcxes, Nov. 11.—The Northern Transit 
prop St. Albans ran ashore on Fox Point, twelve 
miles north of this harbor, at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, during the prevalence of a dense fog.

The disturbed condition of monetary affairs in 


England and Scotland during October had a de- 
pressing effect on the rates of freight, as well as 
upon the movementof breadstuffs. The receipts 
Of grain at this port for laet month were 1,218, 000 
bu below those for the corresponding period in 
1877. The average freights by water show a pro- 
portionate decline, as will be seen by the annexed 
statement of the average rates on wheat and corn 
from Chicago to Buffalo by lake, and the average 
on the same cereals by canal, from Buffalo to New 
York, for the month of October in the years 
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ed with the rate on wheat at 
Chicago at4cents. During the first nine days the 
demand for freight-room was active, and the mar- 
ket ruled firm anda \c higher. But the failure of 
the Glasgow Bank, and of numerous other large 
concerns that were compelled to wind up in conse- 
quence, produced such a panic on the other side 
that foreign shipments were seriously interrupted 
for weeks The situation was so critical that 
American exporters did not dare to send forward 
their produce for fear their consignees would be 
bankrupt before their drafts could be honorec. 
With the foreign shipments impeded, and an im- 
mense forward movement from the interior to tce 
seaboard, it was only a matter of a few days before 
the Eastern markets were glutted, and receivers 
bad to notify their Western ageuts to discontinue 
sbipment. 

This accounts for the somewhat unsatisfactory 
condition of transportation affairs in October. Bat 
an improvement has already taken place, the rate 
on wheat being quoted at 4e at Chicago yester- 
day. Indications at present point to still better 
prices. 
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THE CANADIAN WRECKING LAWS. 

Tae Sarnia Canadian observes that ae the law 
now exists an American wrecker cannot be allowed 
todo duty in Canadian waters without leave first 
bad from Ottawa, and foresees loss to vessei-mas- 
rere from the observance of the reguiation, and 
says: 

In the case of the Quebec, for Instance, an American 
wrecking outfit could have been dispatched from Sarnia 
at an hour's notice, but the existence of the regulacion 
referred to debarred the owners from chartering an 
American vessel, and compelied them instead to pro- 
eure a wrecking outfit from Windsor, at the cost of 
much valuable time, to II of the greatly 
higher price which the Windsor Company put upon the 
services of their vessels and outfit. 

From the above extract it is very evident that the 
absurd regulations enforced against American 
wreckers have been wholly in the interest of the 
Canada Wrecking Company, regardless of life aud 
property, 

The big schr Michigan ran aground on Fichting 
Island Saturday evening, when in tow of the tug 
Favorite, and, after some skirmishing at Windsor, 
Manager McDonald, of the Canada Wrecking Com- 
pany, was found by Capt. Hart, of the schooner, 
and Capt. Westbrook. of the tug Colman, and, as 
hie boate were all away, he gave the Captains a 
note to the Collector of Customs. Benson, recom- 
mending that permission be given an American tug 
to pul! the Michigan off the Canadian shore. Mr. 
Benson declined to grant the request at first, 
but finally relented. and agreed to accompany 
an expedition to sec thas all was fair. The 
tugs Sweepstakes and Wilcox were engaged and 

ulled the schooner off. ‘lhe Favorite got ihe tow- 

me in her wheel. which was the cause of the mis- 

hap. This is another instance, and later, of the 
working of the Canadian wrecking regulations. 
the pointe of which are taken from the Detroit 
Post and Tribune. 

Yesterday's Free Press says: The Minister of 
Marine has lately become aware of the fact that 
there are no first-class Canadian wreckers capable 
of working in a heavy sea or ai difficult.jobs owned 
in this vicinity. Better late than never. 

A TERRIBLE FATE. 

Capt. John Walters, of the schr Seabird, fur- 
nishes the Oswego Falladtum of Saturday last 
with a statement of the manner in which Moses 
Dalmage, a sailoron the schr Julia, was drifted 
out to sea tu a gale while attempting to reach his 
vessel in a yawl-boat from tne schr Olivia, at 
anchor in South Bay, Lake Ontario, Thursday, 
Oct. 31. The unfofiaunate man was found lashea 
to the thwarts of the boat with the painter, dead, 
the Sunday morning following. at Stony Point, 
baving drifted about at the mercy of the heavy 
sea, that ran continuously from the ume 
he was swept away oy the angry flood until 
the lightkeeper at Stony Point found him on the 
beach. The fact that the body was badly injured 
about the face and other parts led to the Delief 
that Dalmage had met his death u foul means, 
but such wae not the case. Eflorts were made to 
rescue him by the crews of other vessels that he 

as the storm drove him out to sea, but they 
ailed, and the anfortunate man suffered indescrip- 
able horrors.

Last 
Friday he came into the facuity-room ag usual, 
and discovered that Prof. Hudson, Superintendent 
of bookkeeping in the lower department, was 
absent. He expreased his disapprobation, and 
said he believed hie contract with hie teachers was 
from & to 1 o'clock, and from 2 10 4 o'clock, each 
day, and heconsidered a teacher was not doing 
his duty if he absented himself froma facuity 
meeting. He moreover stated that his college waa 
not run in the interests of the teachers. and 
his manner was considered offensive to those 
present, who, although they realized the fact 
that they were employes, still felt that they were 
gentiemen of culture and refinement, and they 
thought that he could state hie views in a more 
Dleasant manner. Prof. O. Reynolds, teacher of 
penmanship, who bas been with the institution for 
the past thirteen years and is considered av adept 
in his art, objected on the spot, and remonstrated 
with Mr. Rix, stating that he did not consider his 
contract called for any such terms as had just been 
stated. Mr. Rix made some concessions so far as 
Prof. Reynolds was concerned, but afterward said 
that if any of the teachers did not like his 
style of doing busimess they might come to his 
office and settle at 4 o'clock, Prot. Reynolds told 
him he would do so, and he did, receiving his 
money. Saturday four more left, and iast night 
one more teacher quit work.

Certain parties in tae city hold a jude- 
ment against Mr. Bryant. and by means 
of, this they hope to have the 
gzaſe to Rix set sside, and get 
courts to order a Sheriffs sale, when 
the parties interested will buy the property in. 
There are at present about 200 students in the col- 
lege, and many of these it is alleged have signified 
their determination to withdraw their patronage 
from Rix and bestow it upon the new management. 
Should their scheme work satisfactorily, Profs. 
Reynolds and Stocum are to have the management 
ofit. At present, however, the affairs of the col- 
lege are in a decidedly mixed state. and it is hard 
to conjecture just how the matter will terminate. 
It is not improbaple that à compromise will be 
effected within a few days, and everything go on 
swimmingly once more.

Comunissioners-eleet Stewart and Coburn 


witnessed a meeting ofthe Board and heard Fitz- 
geraid and Wheeler make a dozen or more 
speeches, etc. They smiled at all they saw and 
heard, butit could not have been approvingly. 
But yesterday was a very quiet day. No one threw 
any inkstands, very few ugly names were called, 
and the press escaped abuse entirely. 


Sheriff Hoffman was around the building 
yesterday for the first time since the election. He 
ealled on Sheriff Kern, and was received kindly 
and shown through the office and jail. Everybody 
had his nat off, because everybody 1s bothering 
with petitions and letters of recommendation, and 
hoping to remain to assist him in making the best 
Sheriff Cook County ever had. He was button- 
holed, smiled at, and congratulated, but it is to 
be yet learned that he felt sufficiently impressed 
by the imposing reception to make any promises. 


Tbe Committee on Public Service have for 
a week or more been greatiy disturbed over the 
matier of fixing the salaries, abolishing offices. 
regulating the price of dieting prisoners, etc. Last 
Thursday they made a report which did not appear 
to suit certain Commissioners, and Saturday they 
met again. and reached a conclusion and agreed 
upon a report, the substance of which was printea 
Sunday. The last-named report was to have come 
before the Board yesterday, but did not. 
for tne reason that, after a plea from one 
of the candidates for County Attorney, some of 
the ‘‘economists”’ refused to sign it. Fitzgerala, 
however, the ex-reformer, who is seeking to gain 
with the incommg the reputation he has lost with 
the outgoing Board, put his foot down and said 
there must be retrencament. The first thing he 
sought was to abolish the office of Coanty Attor- 
ney, because it was useiess, forgetting that two 
years ago he had a candidate for the office, and 
that one year ago he voted a $5,000 salary for tne 
present Attorney, and subsequently, about 
the same amount to sundry other 
attorneys who did the work. Then 
he went on to abolish everybody and everything, 
and to reduce salaries, forgetting that it was on his 
motion a yearagothatthe Sheriff's allowance for 
dieting prisoners was raised from 25 to 35 cents 
per day. Not long ago as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee he reported the appropriations for the 
coming year for county purposes onthe basis of 
the past year. This report contempiated 
a County Attorney, an attorney in the 
lower courte, the same number of depaties 
and clerks that Kern had atthe same salary. and 
the allowance of 35 cents per day for aieting 
prisoners. Bat now his mind is changed. and 
while he failed to accomplish a great deal yester- 
day, be proposes to renew his efforts. But. after 
all, itremains with the new Board to only do its 
duty to show up bis msincerity. Since the appro- 
priations are wade the new Board must spend the 
money, and they can spend it as they please with 
out regard to what the old Board may do. FPitz- 
gerald may abdoleh this or that office, 
and reduce here and there in expenses, but 
it all amounts to neught, for the whole matter is 
in the hands of the new Board, and they have a 
goiden ovportunity to not only rebuke the extrava- 
gance and invincerity of their predecessors, but 
also to fulfill their promises and to meet public ex- 
pectation. They have been given s much money 
to spend in the public interest, and they can spend 
it as they please, without regard to what the old 
Board may do. They can abolish or maintain 
any office for which an appropriation has been 
made at their pleasure, and whatever they may 
save in their wisdom will ve so much to their cred- 
it. They can fix the dieting of prisoners at any 

rice they see fit without reference to what the old 

oard may do, and they will be directly responsible 
to the people for what becomes of the appropria- 
ons.

THE CHICAGO DELEGATES. 

An adjourned meeling of the Chicago delegate 
to the National and International Commercial Con- 
vention was held yesterday noonin the club-rooms 
of the Palmer House, the Hon, Wiliiam Bross pre- 
siding. 

The Chairman read, a number of letters from 
various invited pers. allof whom expressed an 
intention of being present, with the exception of 
the Hon. William Henry Smith, who asked to be 
excused on account of pressure of official busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Bowen suggested the propriety of appoint- 
ing Comm.ttees on Finance and Reception, and 


put his suggestion in the form a motion, which 
prevailed. The Chairman appointed as the Fi- 
nance Committee Messrs. George S. Bowen, C. B. 
Farwell, and C. P. gg. 

At this stage it was discovered that there already 
was a committee on arfangements, who would at- 
tend tothe duties of. areception committee, and 
the latter was therefore not appointed. 

Mr. Bowen further suggested the propriety of 
inviting Bishoo McLaren to open the session to- 
day with prayer, and jhe Hon. Emery A. Storrs to 
address the Convention. be suggestion was well 
received, but no action taken thereon. 

The Hon. E. B. Sherman was appointed to fill 
the place in the delegation made vacant by Mr. 
Smith's declination. .. 

Mr. Joon P. Reynolds donbted hie ability to be 
present at tae Convention, and also desired to be 
excused. The excuse Was accepted, and Hugh T. 
Birch appointed to serge in nis place. 

Col. David Whitinggaid he thoaght it was about 
time to disabnse the public mind of the idea that 
this Convention was to be a packed body in the in- 
terest of Tom Scott or any Pacific railroad. He de- 
sired to state emphatically that the meeting was not 
in Tom Scott's interest, or in that of any other 
railroad magnate. There was but one railroad now 
to the Pacific, but, if Congress saw fil to give the 
people others, so much the better. What the Con- 
vention wanted to do was to discuss, in the main, 
transportation questions. “lhey wanted, for in- 
stance, to ship produce to the Pacific by their own 
line, and to Hong Kong by their own line, and kt 
England take care of itself. The fact was that the 
people of this country were really paying suvsiaies 
now to England and Mexico tor the privileges of 
transportation, and ut was quite time that ail this 
should be brought to a stop. As to the 
story in circulation that the Convention was in the 
interest of Tom Scott, be derired to say that that 
gentieman had not contributed one dollar towards 
paying expenses, and, as far as he knew. had no 
such intentions whatever. 

The explanation seemed to comfort the minds of 
all the delegates present. 

The following- named gentlemen were appointed 
a committee to arrange for the organization of the 
Convention, which wit be called to order at noon 
to-day in Farwell Han: George 8. Lowen, Gen. 
— Col. Whiting, William Bross, C. B. Far- 
well. 


The meeting then adjourned. 

It is possible that Dishop McLaren will open the 
session with prayer, and Mr. Storrs with a sample 
of his silver-tongued oratory, as suggested by the 
chief manager, Mr. Bowen. 

Col. Whiting, Chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangemeats, will have his headquurters at the 
Palmer House this morning, where he will be pre- 
pared to receive delegates from other cities.

member of the church to put down his or her name, 
as the sabscription-papers are passed, to pay for 
the year a penny a day and 10 cents extra per 
quarter, payable weekly, monthly, or quarterly, 
or in one payment. A committee of 
three was appointed to work the 
plan, one of whom Was Treasurer. 
He thought that the present collections might be 
doubled by the use of blanks and a free use of 

ostal- cards. Another plan for Sunday-schoo! col- 
ections was the use of a blank, kept by the Super- 
intendent, containing the names of all of the schol- 
ars and teachers. ‘lhe presence or absence of a 
scholar was shown bv the contribution given by 
him or her, which was recorded on the blank. 
Where no figures were written alter the name of a 
pupil it indicated absence. 

The paper was discussed by Dr. Hatfield and the 
Rev. 8 II. Adams, the former objecting to the 
**Church-Membership Fund, and the latter giv- 
ing his experience with the ** Omnibus Plan’’ pur- 
sued by him in the Western Avenue Church. 

THE OTUERS. 

The Preshytcrian minigiers met as usual yester- 
day morning in their rooms in McCormick Block. 
The session was devoted to an informal talk on the 
subject of Pre- Millenariantiem. This subject 
will be formally discussed at the next meeting, the 
Rev. J. M. Worrall opening the discussion. 


Tbe Baptist ministers met at No. 71 Randolph 
street yesterday morning, the Kev. Dr. Hewitt in 
the chair. Brief sketches of sermons preached the 
day before were given by the Rev. H. M. Carr, of 
Downer's Grove, and Dr. Peddie. The regular 
paper was read by the Rev. E. B. Uulbert on the 
subject of **Gospve! Temperance.” The Rev. Mr. 
Rowlands, of Osbkosh, Wis., who was present, 
was introduced to the Conference and made a’ few 
remarks. -The meeting then adjourned. 


LOCAL POLITICS. 
CANVASSING THE RETURNS. 
County-Clerk Klokke, assisted by Justices Scully 
and Meech, yesterday morning commenced the 
canvass of the returns of the late election. Quite 
a number of persons interested in the result were 
present, and among them Abner Taylor and D. J. 
Lyon, who entered a general protest to the result 
inthe First Senatorial District as it appeared 


from the judges’ returns. 

The canvassers stated that, so long as the tally- 
sheet and the returns agreed, the Board would not 
go back of the returns and count the ballots, doing 
that only when manifest discrepancies appeared on 
the face of the papers before them. 

The objectors then stated that the votes bad 
been wrongly counted. 

The Board suggested to the objectors to draw up 
the points on which thev based their objection, and 
collect sach legal authorities as they could to show 
that the Board had authority to go behind the re- 
turns. Auy formal ebvjection the Board would re- 
ceive and consider. 

It is understood that Mr. Lyon's point is, that, in 
many cases where his name occurred on the ticket 
with two others names (as, for inatence, Went- 
worth, Lyon, and Clark, or Wentworth, Thompson, 
and Lyon), the voters scratched out, say, Lyon and 
Wentworth, or Lyon and Clark, leaving only one 
name on the ticket, and that. although the figure 
3 was not Written against the name left on the 
ticket, the judges credited the candidate whose 
name didremain with three votes, instead of one. 
There may be such cases, out not enough of them 
to elect Lyon. 

In the case of Col. Taylor, it is believed that his 
objection is generally thatthe judges erred in 
making their count, giving to Mr. White a namber 
of votes which should have been credited to him 
(Taylor). 

It is probable that objections will also be filed by 
Mr. Sheridan, defeated candidate for Senator in the 
Third District, and by Mr. Sundeliua, defeated 
Republican candidate for the Legisiature in the 
Fifth District. In neither case, however, is it 
believed will the counting of the ballots change 
the result already announced in the papers. 

In the First Ward the returns were found cor- 
rect, excepting a few unimportant clerical errors, 
and in the Second Ward the same condition of af- 
fairs was found. Inthe Third Ward tne judges 
had not signed the tally-sheet in one precinct, and 
the vote could not de completed. Inthe Fourth 
Ward the returns were all right, as also in the 
Sixth, but in the Fifth there was an informality in 
the returns, and the count could not ve completed. 
So far the count does not differ materially from 
what has been published as the resuit, and the 
probabilities are that it will not. Tue counting 
will be resumed this morning at 10 o'clock, com- 
mencing with the Seventh Ward, and it is expected 
that the work will be completed to-morrow. 

The canvass, as far as it has gone, has not ma- 
terially changed the result on the Court-House 
bonds. Taking the official figures as far as they go, 
and the unofficial figuses for the remainder, the ro- 
sult, with thirteen precincts yet to come in, is 
13, 796 for the bonds. and 14, 792 against them. 

THE EIGHTH WARD REPUBLICAN CLUB 
beld a sort of final meeting last night, at the cor- 
ver of Harrison and Halsted streets, to fix up some 
minor matters pertaining to the late campaign. 
The Hon. E. B. Sherman made a few remarks 
touce ing upon tbe recent victory of the Repubiic- 
ans, not only in this city, but in various parts of 
the country, and a general joliification was in- 
dulged by all present, A few maiters of business 
were then attended to, sucb as settling for the hall 
rent and other expenses incurred by the Club dur- 
ing the campaign, after which the meeting ad- 
journed, subject to the call of the President. 

THE SECOND WARD REPUBLICANS
